with Great Britain, was passed to-day by the 
“Council on the Current Situation,” an unofficial 
body mainly consisting of industrialists and 
members of the Lower House. 

The resolution denounces the British attitude 
in the Sino.- Japanese conflict. 

The meeting also adopted a manifesto desi: 
ing that since the outbreak of the incident, Great 
Britain has failed to observe neutrality. 

Britain, it alleges, has openly pursued an ar- 
rogant and insulting attitude to Japan, 

Has consistently been assisting China in her 
struggle against Japan and 

Has been the: main driving force in persuad- 
ing other Powers to convoke the Nine-Power Con- 
ference, apparently with the object of interna- 
tional intervention in the Chinese situation. 

“The Japanese cannot allow the British to 

continue their present improper actions un- 

molested,” which will serve to encourage Chinese 
persistence in resistance against Japan, and 
Chinese co-operation with the Comintern, there- 
by thwarting and delaying establishment al 
peace in East Asia.—Reuter.

Should no normal person, whose 
family is entirely free from men- 
tal defecta, marry either a men- 
tal defective person or one 
who, though normal, is a carrier 
of a defect, then although all the 
children are normal, a certain 
number will be carriers of. the 
taint, 


«When a normal person marries 
ah Individual who is actually «e- 


fective, half the children will ° 


carry the defect without show- 
ing it. If a normal person mar- 
ries one who is merely carrying 
the taint, then only one in every 
four children will carry the taint 
without showing it. 


If both parents merely carry 
the taint, though apparently nor- 
mal, then one in every four - of 
the children will be defective, 
and two out of every three chil- 
dren will carry the taint, and.be 
capable of transmitting it, whilst 

‘they themselves willbe free. 


When both parents are defec- 
tive, then every one of the chil- 
dren will be defective .and cap- 
able of tranamitting the defect. 

The identical defect is not 
necessarily transmitted, but 
merely’ the ‘capactity—for- defor 
tivenesa of some sort: for exnm- 


plo, a feeble-minded father may.
